Never did 
any People ſpeak fairer at firſt, or do fouler things at laſt, then thoſe pre- 
tended Peaccable Miviſters of the Goſpel : And bad they but come into the 
World time enowgh, Boccalini would never have drawn his Intelligence 
from New-Spain of the Shepherds Dogs being all turn'd into Wolves, 
when he might have found ſo much a more lively inſtance nearer home of 
thoſe that were ſet to Guard and Defend the Sheep, transform? d into the 
Mercileſs Devourers of them, 

In the Eleventh Scion you will find a Rebcllion Juſtifi'd, by the 
ſame lips that bad call'd God a thouſand times over, to witneſs the Inte-

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grity of their hearts, and the Loyalty of their intentions : And with Im- 
precations alſo, not to be mention'd without trembling. Judge what Cre- 
dit now is to be given to the fair Profeſſions of this ſort of People.
